WHAT  IT  IS 


The  Prisoners  Union 

The  Prisoners  Union  is  an  organization  which  is  attempting  to  res- 
pond to  the  needs  of  those  who  suffer  from  the  injustices  of  the  crimi- 
nal justice  system.    Its  history  dates  back  to  1968  when  inmates  at 
San  Quentm  Prison  exchanged  among  themselves  information  sheets 
which,  at  that  time,  consisted  mainly  of  the  gossip  of  prison  life.  It 
later  evolved  into  a  more  serious  exchange  dealing  with  issues  more 
critical  to  their  lives.' 

Subsequently,  the  strike  at  Folsom  Prison  (Nov.  ,  1970)  gave  life  to 
the  Folsom  Manifesto,  a  list  of  20  demands  submitted  by  the  prisoners. 
The  demands  dealt  mainly  with  work  issues,  collective  bargaining 
rights  and  the  basic  civil  rights  of  prisoners. 

The  present  day  Prisoners  Union  evolved  out  of  the  Folsom  strike. 
Today,  it  claims  a  membership  of  over  23,  000  inside  the  walls,  and 
is  supported  by  ex-convicts  and  other  interested  citizens.     The  Union 
continues  to  work  for  the  basic  goals  outlined  in  the  manifesto,  as 
well  as  other  goals:   (1)  ending  of  economic  exploitation  and  to  pay 
prisoners  prevailing  wages  for  their  work;  (2)  ending  of  arbitrary, 
excessive  punishment  systems  (the  indeterminate  sentence);  (3)  re- 
storing civil  and  human  rights  which  are  now  categorically  denied  to 
convicts. 

One  of  the  main  activities  at  this  time  is  publishing  a  newspaper, 
"The  Outlaw,  "  which  provides  a  commentary  on  prison  issues  and 
offers  a  forum  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners'  ideas. 

The  organization  also  initiates

suits  on  behalf  on  convicts.  At 
present,  the  Union  is  involved 
in  suits  which  deal  with  such 
matters  as  the  Adjustment 
Centers  in  the  California  pri- 
sons, inmate  welfare  funds, 
correspondence  rights  of  ex- 
convicts  to  convicts,  visitation 
rights  of  individuals  and  organ- 
isations and  the  right  to  receive 
"The  Outlaw",     According  to 
Willie  Holder,  President  of  the 
Prisoners  Union,  they  use  up  a 
lot  of  time  just  making  sure  the 
system  is  doing  what  it  should 
be  doing. 


Finally,  the  Prisoners  Jnion  is  involved  in  a  variety  of  public  educa- 
tional activities.    Members  talk  to  community,  church  and  school 
groups  in  an  effort  to  raise  consciousness  about  the  unjust  and  inhu- 
mane conditions  in  the  prisons.    The  philosophy  of  the  Union  is  exem- 
plified in  a  statement  contained  in  one  of  the  recent  issues  of  "T!ie 
Outlaw,  "  "Prisoner  Unions,  because  they  require  active  and  contin- 
uous engagement  in  the  systems  of  decision  making  where  union  mem- 
bers' lives  are  shaped,  promote  both  individual  and  collective  respon- 
sibility, and  thus  are  rehabilitative  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word.  " 

The  Prisoners- Union  continues  to  exist  by  donations  from  private 
citizens,  agencies  and  subscriptions  to  "The  Outlaw."    There  is 
plenty  of  work  to  be  done  and  volunteers  are  always  welcome  to  do 
general  office  work  as  well  as  helping-out  with  the  publication  of  the 
newspaper.    For  anyone  interested  in  what  is  going  on  in  the  criminal 
justice  system  it  would  be  a  great  learning  experience.

_sors  to  disallow  an  appeal  by 
PLAN  which  was  backed  by  an 
over  600  signature  petition  of  lo- 
cal residents  to  halt  the  project. 

With  the  endorsement  of  the 
Coalition  for  San  Francisco 
Neighborhoods,  PLAN  will  be 
challenging  the  Environmental 
Impact  Report  through  the  courts 
with  hope  for  a  favorable  outcome 
and  acceptance  of  what  they  be  - 
lieve  is  a  "stunningly  beautiful" 
and  practical  scheme  for  a 
"Community  Arts  and  Botanic 
Park"  on  the       Mews  site,  which 
develops  the  latent  potential  of 
this  lovely  piece  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's open  space.

A  cross  section  of  Hill  people 
attended  a  symposium  last 
month  sponsored  by  the 
Potrero  Hill  Mental  Health 
Advisory  Board,     The  one-day 
session  consisted  of  a  series 
of  workshops,  videotapes,  and 
a  panel  discussion  on  how  to 
develop  a  concept  of  community 
mental  health. 


Community  Congress 

The  San  Francisco  Community  Congress  will  hold  its  first  full  con- 
vention on  June  7  and  8  at  Lone  Mountain  College,   Turk  St.    Its  pur- 
pose is  to  bring  together  grass  roots  community  organizations  to  de- 
velop a  program  covering  all  priority  issues  and  to  plan  for  united 
action  to  deal  with  those  issues.     The  issue  conventions  have  been 
tasked  to  prepare  statements  and  action  proposals  in  their  issue  area 
for  presentation  at  the  Congress. 

The  Housing  groups  have  determined  pre -convention  positions  co- 
vering discrimination,  high  rents,  development  including  the  Rehabi- 
litation Assistance  Program  and  re -zoning,  and  have  called  for  sub- 
stantial change  in  all  City  housing  plans  including  restructuring  of  all 
official  housing  agencies  to  return  control  of  housing  policy  to  those 
communities  most  effected  by  development  plans. 

The  Employment  convention,  through  special  committees,  have  pre - 
convention  planks  covering  affirmative  action,  the  rights  of  working 
people  (both  in  unions  and  the  unorganized  workers),  and  positions 
on  the  general  economic  priorities  for  San  Francisco  aimed  at  stimu- 
lating worthwhile  employment',  generating  useful  services  and  products, 
and  overcoming  past  failures  in  economic  planning  by  the  City. 


Senior  Tax  Relief 


Senior  Citizens  Property  Tax 
Assistance  claim  forms  for  1975 
are  being  mailed  now,  according 
to  John  Francis  Foran,  Assembly 
man.  Sixteenth  District. 

The  program  provides  property 
tax  relief  to  elderly  homeowners 
who  have  limited  income.  Filing 
season  began  in  May  and  ends  on 
September  2,  1975.  Claimants 
are  advised  to  file  as  early  as 
possible. 

To  qualify,  an  individual  must 


be  62  years  or  older  as  of  January 
1,  1975,  and  must  be  a  California 
resident  on  that  date.    In  addi- 
tion, he  must  own  and  occupy  his 
home  from  July  1,  1974  through 
June  31,  1975,  and  have  a  total 
household  income  for  1974  of  not 
more  than  $10,  000. 

"I  urge  all  elderly  homeowners 
who  believe  they  are  eligible  for 
the  property  tax  refund  to  call  or 
write  the  State  Franchise  Tax 
Board.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Response   to   Resident  Compfoinf 

Dear  Mrs.  Waggoner: 

Thank  you  for  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  you  the  pick- 
up of  two  dogs  in  your  neighborhood  on  March  5.  and  our  treatment 
of  animals  here  at  the  SPCA  Shelter. 

We  have  investigated  the  March  5  incident,  interviewing  both  of  the 
deputy  animals  control  officers  involved.    They  have  assured  us  that 
no  chains,  pipes  or  poles  of  any  kind  were  used.    The  large  female 
puppy  seized  the  jacket  of  one  of  the  deputies  in  her  teeth  and  would 
not  let  go.    The  other  deputy  then  used  a  soft  leash  beneath  the  dog's 
body  to  remove  it  and  place  it  in  our  vehicle. 

Raymond  Minton,  our  Shelter  Superintendent,  gave  this  information 
to  the  owner  of  the  dog,  who  redeemed  it  the  same  day.    She  told  him 
the  puppy  was  very  nervous  with  strangers,  and  said  she  was  satis- 
fied that  our  men  acted  in  the  best  way  possible  under  the  circum- 
s    n  c  c  s , 

To  ans'wer  your  final  question,  the  animals  that  are  picked  up  by  our 
deputies  are  taken  to  the  Shelter.    There  the  deputies  remove  them 
from  the  individual  containers  and  place  them  in  air-conditioned  ken- 
nels, where  they  are  given  food  and  water.    Each  received  a  veteri- 
nary examination  and  medical  treatment  if  needed. 

Each  of  these  animals  is  handled  just  as  gently  as  the  circum- 
stances permit.    An  aggressive  animal,  such  as  a  biting  dog.  is 
firmly  restrained  while  it  is  being  transferred  from  the  vehicle  to 
the  kennel,  but  without  violence  or  any  cruelty  whatsoever. 

Through  the  years  we  have  developed  many  devices  and  techniques, 
such  as  that  used  on  March  5,  which  protect  our  officers  without 
injury  to  the  animals.    As  a  Society  dedicated  to  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  animals,  we  do  not  permit  or  condone  any  inhumane  treat- 
ment of  the  animals  which  we  are  required,  by  law,  to  pick  up, 
transport  and  house.

June  26th.    Two  later  sessions  will  he  held  in  July  and  August.

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China  Basin  Treasure

The  China  Basin  is  not  only  a  great  place  for  painters  --  active, 
industrial,  picturesque,  and  all  that  --  but  it  is  also  a  resource  to  be 
mined.    From  beer  can  tabs  for  found  sculpture  to  very  large  discarded 
steel  I-beams  near  the  Army  Street  pier,  there  are  all  sorts  of  good- 
ies, with  something  of  interest  to  everybody,  with  every  way  of  working 
and  all  disciplines  covered.    Outside  the  PGUE  plant  there  is  a  dis- 
carded old  boiler,  complete  with  loads  and  loads  of  fire  brick.  Just 
walk  up  the  hill -cum -sand  dune  in  back  of  the  parking  lot  and  walk  off 
with  all  you  need.    One  of  the  wharves  in  the  Bethlehem  Steel  complex 
is  covered  with  short  lengths  of  rope  (white  and  orange)  that  seems  to 
be  of  artificial  fiber.    Check  the  fishing  piers  for  discarded  tackle, 
tangled  bits  of  line,  old  sinkers.    And  all  piers  have  discarded  short 
lengths  of  wire,  twine,  etc.    Someone  even  has  a  slab  of  reinforced 
concrete  half  in,  half  out  of  the  water  as  though  it  were  trying  to  float. 
Meantime  there  are  other  items  useful  to  the  acquisitive  --  ranging 
in  size  all  the  way  from  discarded  timbers  of  all  descriptions  down  to 
small  colored  pieces  of  broken  glass.    What  is  apparently  happening  is 
that  as  more  and  more  of  the  activity  of  the  port  is  being  transferred 
to  Oakland,  because  of  the  handling  of  containerized  cargoes,  more 
and  more  of  the  surplus  appurtenances  are  being  left  behind.
